"the intellectual, professional and 
industrial improvement, and the 
social enjoyment of members," if 
anything at all ?

r<in»iiii<ilvi' or Destructive) 
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If there is one spirit more than 
another characteristic of the age we 
live in, it is that which is now im- 
pelling men of all classes of society, 
doing all kinds of work, to seek the 
Truth. This is good, if the seeker 
is not so afflicted with intellectual 
or moral strabismus that he can see 
and understand the evil only. Un- 
fortunately too often, the destruc- 
•ive sense has been developed at the 
expense of the constructive. 

"Live wires" are all very fine 
things in their place, provided they 
keep from becoming overloaded 
and causing short-circuits. 

Results are always desirable, but 
when it becomes a choice whether a 
thing is to be done well or to be 
done fast, it should done well 
every time. 

Committees " working in a quiet 
way" do not deserve censure before 
their time for reporting has expir- 
ed. They are within their rights. 

While we, any or all of us, may 
think of a thousand things in a 
moment, we are called upon to do 
but one. What pertains to each 
one of us is to see that we each do 
our share and leave none of it for 
some one else already staggering 
under his own burden. 

It required a great many years of 
hard work on the part of public- 
spirited deaf to bring the N. A. D. 
to its present stage, imperfect as we 
all are painfully aware it still re- 
mains, yet, at all events, that which 
has been done is in large measure 
preparatory, and its further develop- 
ment is in the hands of the deaf 
themselves and not the officers 
alone. Every one did his level best 
and hoped that those that followed 
would do better. 

Never before did its president feel 
called upon to place himself and his 
judgment above that of the Associa- 
tion. If it is true that " this dry rot 
of inactivity pervades the whole as- 
sociation," it is hardly fair to put 
the matter up to the committees. 
In such criticism of honorable mem- 
bers there is less of the construe 
tive and more of the destructive 
variety than becomes a wise and in- 
t tepid leader of men. Howard's im 
mature efforts to belittle prominent 
and worthy deaf, cannot fail to be 
regarded as a blighting influence 
upon the N. A. D. No doubt, his 
remarks now have less weight than 
heretofore, because the deaf are learn- 
ing that whatever comes from such 
a source has small value, either for 
guidance or serious consideration. 
It certainly never has been the pre- 
rogative of the N. A. D. presidents 
to ridicule and bring humiliation 
upon committee members 

There is nothing in the Constitu- 
tion or By-Laws of the N. A. D. 
that even pretends to authorize its 
president or any other person to 
characterize any one in the public 
press. On the contrary such act is 
clear malfeasance in office, and the 
wise thing for the N. A. D. to do 
is to give the obstreperous official a 
sharp reprimand and to fairly warn 
him that should he be again called 
to account for dereliction of duty, 
conduct unbecoming an officer, he 
will be summarily dealt with. In 
any event it should, by all means, be 
ascertained by what authority he 
issues those satirical bulletins in 
which members are attacked and 
villified. This is a matter of serious 
import to the deaf, or it would be 
if they could bring themselves to 
believe that such action on the part 
of an officer would ever be sustained. 
onally, I am disposed to look 
Upon Howard's break as another 
erratic outburst of an irrepressible 
itch for notoriety and power. His 
iimittees may or 
turn out to be beneficial to 
the Association. That is not the 
question here. Whether they are or 
not, Howard bad no right to make 
sport of, or hold up to ridicule, any 
one in his official communications to 
the press. It is fortunate, in losing 
the officers of the discharged com- 



mittees the association will not lose 
them as members, and their ex- 
perience will be of value in directing 
the association in that course which 
will lead to results of greatest help 
to the deaf. 

There can be one reason for 
criticising committees, and that is 
to improve them. Howard admits 
that his steam roller tactics will 
cause it to be impossible for him to 
get successors for the dismissed com- 
mitteemen. This is not an im- 
provement. Moreover, the threat 
that " we will have a good many 
more vacancies to fill from now on," 
is characteristic of the man, for he 
intends to fill the impossible. It 
does seem that his wish for un- 
checked power is about to be real- 
ized. Howard being, practically, 
the whole thing, and having now 
no one to check or restrain him, his 
high-handed action in the present 
affair is only what might have been 
expected from a man of his temper 
and disposition under the circum- 
stances. Ultimately the Executive 
Board will consist of Howard et at. , 
and the notice served upon Mr. 
Hubbard regarding certain money 
being subject to the order of the 
Executive Board is, indeed very 
disquieting. 

Howard also mentions that ' ' mu- 
nificent" amount of $27.88 being 
added to the Eudowmeut Fnnd in 
1914, and in mock admiration doffs 
his hat to the committee. This was 
intended to be funny, but it would 
come with better grace from him, if 
he had paid over that amouut be is 
booked for. 

In another part of his letter he 
says: " There is not going to be any 
oratorical Aim- flamming at conven- 
tions orlog-rolling, but each member 
will sit down in his own easy chair 
and Judge candidates by their re- 
cords." This is a very candid ad- 
mission. I never could account for 
the Cleveland choice for president 
and I am indebted to Howard for the 
information.

Man Francisco nnd HrlurnV 



As Mr. Hodgson announced in a 
recent number of The Journal the 
OFFICIAL route to San Francisco 
will be the Chicago & Northwestern 
to Omaha, the Union Pacific to Den- 
ver, the Denver and Rio Grande to 
Ogden and the Southern Pacific to San 
Francisco. The exact running time 
has not been announced, but the 
Transportation Committee will have 
that arranged shortly and each mem- 
ber of the Association will receive 
full particulars with reference to the 
trip. The Transportation Committee 
has not tried to make any arrange- 
ments for the return trip, > leaving 
that to the individual taste of each 
person. The trip to San Francisco 
is one of the " short" way trips and 
is as cheap as any that can be 
arranged. It is to be hoped that 
enough will take the trip to warrant 
a special train. Stops will be made 
at interesting points and enough 
time allowed to get at least an idea 
of the principal cities along the 
route. 

As to the return trip, I wish to 
make a suggestion, not in my official 
capacity, but as plan " Howard" 
I suggest that a party of at least 
twenty be formed to return by way 
of the Canadian Pacific. As many 
of us will be so busy during the con- 
vention that we will not have time 
to see much of the fair, I suggest 
that we leave San Francisco Tues- 
day, July 27th, taking steamer to 
Portlaud, Oregon, where we would 
arrive next day. The trip would 
give the better part of two days on 
the water and one night. Meals and 
berth are included in the regular 
ticket. Visit Portlaud, Tacoma and 
Seattle, and leave Seattle Saturday 
morning, July 31st, by boat, for Van- 
couver, with a two hour stop over 
as Victoria. Arrive Vancouver Sat- 
urday night. And, ladies and 
gentlemen, here we come to an inter- 
esting feature. When we reach Van- 
couver we will find a tourist sleeper 
waiting for us. We will not have to 
go to a hotel . These Tourist sleepers 
are in every way as comfortable as a 
a regular Pullman, but have a fine 
cook stove, where one can prepare 
one's own lunch or breakfast or 
dinner, if one wishes. My idea is 
that if a crowd of us got together 
we could save quite a little by pre- 
paring part of or all of our meals, 
have a sort of camping trip through 



the Canadian Rockies. The Tourist 
sleeper rates are about half of the 
regular Pullman rates and we could 
afford to have our car cut out and 
sidetracked at different places of 
interest. The finest mountain 
scenery in the world is along this 
route. It is finer by far than 
Switzerland and it has Colorado 
Springs faded to a pale albino color. 

The entire trip through the best 
part of this will be daylight. We 
plan to spend a whole day at Banff 
Springs in the Canadian National 
Park. We would actually enter the 
park in the morning and ride 
through it all day before reaching 
Banff Springs, and then stay there 
for a day and make excursions to 
the surroundings points of attrac- 
tion. 

A trip of this kind would 
cost little more than a rush 
through trip in a Pullman and we 
could have a whole lot more fun. 
Could put on our old clothes and 
loaf in comfort. If we are able to 
get a party of twenty or more, I 
will agree to see to all details, and 
have the party met and personally 
conducted at all transfer points, and 
will be glad to exhibit my skill 
at flapping pancakes in the Tourist 
Car. Those who have camped with 
me, I am sure, will not turn up their 
noses at the " grub" I can prepare. 
The rest of the crowd will have to 
wash the dishes, however. I believe 
this would be a most delightful trip 
for a good gang. I can not see any 
attraction in taking one of the 
Southern Routes in midsummer. 
On the trip home from Colorado 
Springs to Omaha, at the time of the 
Colorado Springs Convention, I had 
all the prairie travel I wanted in hot 
weather for the rest of my days. 
My name was MUD when I got to 
Omaha. Actually MUD. The dust 
and perspiration combined make a 
fine plastic mud, I can assure you. 
By the route I suggest, we would 
have two delightful rides by boat as 
well as a cool passage through the 
mountains. We will take in Win- 
nipeg and end up either at Minnea- 
polis or Duluth, as the party may 
prefer. If you select Duluth, I will 
agree to give you one good time 
while here. I am writing this now 
merely to suggest that you take this 
trip under advisement in arranging 
for your return from - the Fair. 
Think it over. If you are interest- 
ed, let me know, and I will sec how 
many can be induced to join the 
party, schedule arranged to suit the 
majority. The cost of the trip is 
the regular long-haul rates. Actual 
saving on berth and meals. Write 
me.

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Thb Dkaf may be discriminated 
against in tbeir endeavors to obtain 
Civil Service positions under the 
Government, but we know of one 
case wherein no foothold was left 
for opposition to a candidate whom 
we knew a deaf boy. 

Charles E. Lautenberger ("which 
has since been shortened to Lawton) 
was sent to the New York Insti- 
tution by a city institution to which 
he had been committed as an orphan. 
The transfer was made upon the 
ground of almost total deafness. 

At the New York Institution his 
latent hearing was cultivated through 
vibratory massage, and he was 
taught to understand spoken lan- 
guage to such an extent that when 
he graduated he was classed as 
" hard of hearing." He took a 
course of three years at a college of 
agriculture somewhere in Connecti- 
cut and finished in the Agricultural 
department of a University in Wis- 
consin. 

For the past few years he has been 
engaged in scientific farming. Re- 
cently he passed the U. S. Civil Ser- 
vice Examinations as Scientific As- 
sistant in Dairying and has been 
temporarily appointed by the Federal 
Government to the Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service, in co-operation with 
the University of Idaho, at a fine 
salary. The appointment may be 
made permanent. We are glad that 
Mr. Lawton has succeeded in life, 
and we are proud to point to this as 
one of the many examples that attest 
to the value of the curriculum of the 
Fan wood School.

The Carlisle Evening Herald, 
April 15th, 1915, contained the 
following obituary uotice : 

After an illness of but a few 
days, Miss Laura A. Zeigler, one of 
the best known residents of the 
town, aud for over a quarter of a 
century connected with the public 
schools hs a teacher, died at 12:15 
o'clock last eveniug at her apart- 
ment on South Hauover S'reet, in 
her fifty-third year. 

Her death was caused by the pre- 
sence of gall stones. Last Thurs- 
day she was first seriously ill, but 
was slightly better on Friday and 
took up her regular duties al the A 
Grammar School. On Saturday she 
was also apparently somewhat 
better but suffered a 1 elapse and 
became gradually worse. In hopes 
that an operation might save her 
life, Dr. John Deaver, the noted 
Philadelphia surgeon, was consult- 
ed, but yesterday when her condi- 
tion became criticil he was notified 
not to oome here. 

Miss Zeigler was the oldest tench 
er in the borough in point of service 
and wa's intimately connected with 
the history and growth of the 
schools of the town during the 
period of their greatest advance- 
ment. She was an active religious 
and social worker as well, and hei 
influence was felt in many "of the 
activities of the community. 

With a single exception, she is 
the sole surviving member of s 
family that has an Interesting local 
history. She was a daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Levi Zeiuler, the 
former county treasurer, and was 
bom on a farm in Middlesex town- 
ship. The major portion of her 
life, however, was spent in Carlisle 
where the family resided for many 
years, during a considerable portion 
of this period in the residence on 
West High Street, just east of 
Moore! and. 

She was educated in the local 
schools and graduated from the Car- 
lisle High School iu the class of 
1879, later taking advanced work in 
mathematics at Dickiuson* College. 
Her connection with the local 
schools as a teacher coveis a period 
of thirty-two years. 

For some years she taught in the 
colored schools of the town, and 
Intel in the lower departments of 
the grade schools. 

In 1899 she became a teacher in 
the Grammar school, which position 
she has since held. She was assis 
lant princpal of the Grammar 
schools from 1903 until some months 
ago, when the schools were divided. 
Of late bhe has been teaching iu the 
A Grammar School, now located at 
the Franklin Building. 

Miss Zeigler was a lifelong mem- 
ber of St. John's Episcopal Church, 
was a mover in the Women's Atix 
iliary of that congregation, and took 
a prominent part in the various 
church activities. She was also a 
member of the Civic Club. 

There is probably no one else so 
firmly intrenched iu the hearts of 
the citizens of the borough as this 
veterau teacher whose sudden death 
has created a deep Impression). 
Scores of the most prominent resi- 
dents were either pupils themselves 
or had children who were under her 
instruction aud came within the 
sphere of that intimate influence 
and kindly though strict manner 
that were such potent factors in 
bringing the schools in which she 
taught to a high pitch of efficiency. 
One brother, Robert M., of 
Philadelphia, is the sole survivor, 
although there are some distant re 
latives both here and in Phila- 
delphia. Funeral arrangements 
have not yet been made. 

We may add that Miss Ziegler 
was able to talk conveniently by 
the sign-language, aud she had 
quite a large acquaintance among 
the deaf of Philadelphia, who 
doubtless join with us iu tendering 
sincere sympathy to the surviving 
brother, Mr. Robert M. Ziegler.
